WINNIPEG (CUP) - Th« Unlverslly 
of Manitoba's Conference on Common- 
wealth Affalri opened Tuesday with a 
keynote speech by Australian High Com- 
missioner to Canada, David O. Hay. 

Speaking on the conference tiiemc, the 
Commonwealth and the challenge of Com- 
munism, Mr. Hay said that the challenge 
was more one of power than of ideology. 
"The promise of sure and swift economic 
growtii has been one of Communism's most 
powerful attractions to Asian countries," 
he said. 

"II1C ideological appeal of Communism 
has recently been weakened because. this 
promise has not been fulfilled." 

He said that China under Communism 
had not achieved the same . prosperity or 
rate of economic growth as had the nearby 
Commonwealth countries. On the other hand 
the nations of tlie Commonwealth are rela- 
ted more by ideology than by power. 

A Commonwealth based on this common 
ideology could hold the line against com- 
munism, he felt 

Wednesday, Dr. Richard Pipes, Associate 
Professor of History at Harvard described 
the imperial character of Russia. 

He said that Russia's empire-building, 
unlike that of Western countries, occurred 
simultaneously with oation-building. 

With a population consisting of one 
half Russians and one half other national 
groups, the UJS^JL has become a national 
state, not a unitary one, he said. 

At the present time, the nationalism of 
these national groups is suppressed and 
internalized, but it is increasing. 

Would McCarthy opprovo? 

On a tour of New York, a Russian mem- 
ber of the Bolshoi Ballet was asked a ques- 
tion in Russian. His reply , was, "Are yoa 
from the State Department?" 

According to John Wrigley, of the Uni- 
versity of New Brunswick, cultural exchan- 
ges between the Soviet Union and the west 
do not pose a political threat — they are a 
most important part of co-existence. 

Wrigley argued that "Global war is now 
unthinkable because the powerful weapons 
. of both countries will produce only losers; 
co-existence must be attempted and achiev- 
ed." "We must take it for granted," he said, 
"that the Russians are acting in good faith, 
although we should keep a weather eye 
open." 

He pointed to Lenin's statement that a 
Communist must be prepared to make every 
sacrifice and if necessary, "Even resort to 
all sorts of schemes and stratagems, cm- 
ploy illegitimate methods, conceal the 
truth, in order to get into the Trade Unions, 
stay there, and conduct the revolutionary 
work wititin." 

During a Bolshoi tour of New York, 
"Time Magazine" reported that the touring 
party amusingly mistook the "down-beat 
swingers of Greenwich Village for the 
beatendown. A pure ease of capitalist in- 
justice and exploitation.**

Many 
of the gtris attendhtg the Con- 
ference felt that they "hod 
gained a great deal from it", 
and hod leeumefl about seve- 
ral careers that would not 
oHierviris* itave occurred to 
them to consider.''

."Picasso's anger v/ould be di-

So said Stanley B. Ryerson, editor 
of the "Marxist Quarterly", in reply 
to a question dealing with why Pi- 
casso (who is a Communist Party 
member) had never painted a dead 
teenager hanging over the Berlin 
Wall. He was addressing the Young 
Communist League yesterday. 

In his speech, Ryerson said that 
Picasso's popularity, was due to the 
fact that he "challenges not only the 

old ways of seeing with the eyes, 
but also the old ways of seeing with 
the heàrL He is animated by a con- 
cern with the problems of humanity." 

Dealing with the increasing re- 
spectability of Marxism, Ryerson said 
that whereas twenty years ago, Marx- 
ism was not even discussed in Canada, 
it was now being brought op at 
meetings of learned societies. "Marx- 
ism," he declared, "is now an im- 
portant current in Canadian thought" 

Ryerson also claimed that the Com- 
munist party bad been the first to 



sec that French-English relations and 
American domination of the economy 
would be significant Canadian pro- 
blems. 

"Marxists recognized that Canada 
is a two-nation slate in 1943; we were 
laughed at then, but now elections 
are being fought on these issues."

The pleasant looking young man with 
the straight teeth smiles into the TV camera; 
other cameras move silently, getting into 
position for other shots; everything is very 
quiet until the yoùng man says the words 
your script says he should say. 

■ It looks" like the business of making a 
television show is a very peaceful one. Un- 
less you step inside the control room and 
see four men working busily over a control 
panel; see the producer jumjping up and 
•down from his chair, waving his arms and 
yelling directions in a rapid mixture of 
French and English; or if you've been there 
for six hours cdready and seen what has 
gone on before this, the final taping of the 
show. 



- Thé particular show wc watched' 
through from beginning to end one 
Sunday afternoon was the CBC's "Youth 
Special", a program aimed at young 
people and hosted by Faddy Springate 
and Stuart Smith, neither exactly un- 
known to McGill audiences. 

The show is taped every Sunday 
and broadcast Tuesday nights. The tap- 
ing talces place in a converted audit- 
orium in Collège St. Laurent because 
the CBC has run out of space in tlicir 
downtown studios. To accommodate the 
television show the stage has been- 
enlarged considerably, a control booth > 
put in, and appropriate kinds of equip- 
ment brought in. . 

The equipment was very much in 
evidence when we got there early in 
the afternoon. The powerful lights that 
provide illumination for the show were 
lying all over the stage. Technicians 



picked their way among the lights; by 
the time the liglits were hoisted to 
their usual positions above the set,' the 
producer, Larry Shapiro, and some of 
the participants in the show had ar- 
rived. . . 

While technicians moved around, 
making adjustments with the set, light- 
ing, and audio equipment, Shapiro gave 
the performers and cameramen an ap- 
propriate idea of where' to ^o, what to 
do, and how to look during the show. 

By this time, we'd acquire^ an in- 
terpreter of the world of television pro- 
grams in the shape of Sarlta Elman, 
the assistant to the producer. The basic 
format of the show — the "line-up", she . 
explained is set up two or three weeks 
In advance, although it probably doesn't 
appear in its final form until, the Wed- 
nesday prior to taping. The'performcrt 
who will appear,4andj^their- music or

other material is of course, in shape 
before the taping takes place. There is 
little time allowed for private rehearsal, 
when the entire production of the show 
takes little more than seven hours. 

The show that week featured a, jazz 
trio, Ingrid Ilubcnstcin, a singer pre- 
sently studying at the McGill Conserve 
atory of Music; a medieval passion 
play; the quarter finals of a high school 
current events quiz, a weekly present- 
ation on the show; a fashion show;, a 
discussion of French Canada by the 
high school student members of the 
CBC's Youth Council, another regular 
feature, and a group of -singers, the 
Lachine Alumni Singers. 

The players in the passion play, 
The Cherry Tree Carol, and their di- 
rector were rehearsing outside the

auditorium, while the rest, of thè mem-- 
bcrs of the show were "blocked" Into 
their positions on stage. Finally they 
went on set and went through, their , . 
lines, interrupted every now and again: : ' 
"Step up a little closer to that; line"; ' 
"Turn a bit more towards this camera". ', ' 

When they were finished Larry • 
Shapiro hustled them off to have their, ■ 
make-up applied; there were" more .' 
people than usual in the cast that week, 
and it took a while to. get make-up on 
all of them. Then he called a short 
break and went to the telephone to 
find out if singer Ingrid Rubenstein 
had left home yet. 

After the break, the producer went 
up to the control room for the "dry 
run" of the show, a kind of pre dress 
rehearsal rehearsal when they get the 
final audio and visual pick-up on their 
equipment. Shapiro gave directions over 
a PA system from the control room. 
Miss Rubenstein hadn't arrived yet, so 
one of the technical men perched on 
the piano where she was to sing one 
of her songs. "Smile, Ingrid", said 
someone; the joking continued while 
the cameras and microphones were ad- 
justed. 

Half ah hour later the cast and crew 
'took another break before the dress or < 



final relicarsal before the actual taping 
and wc met Larry Shapiro, the pro- 
ducer of the show. A stocky figure, he 
wears a brush cut and is much younger 
than our preconceived ideas about tele- 
vision producers had led us to expect. 

Tremendously energetic, he speaks - 
and moves rapidly, working at what 
seemed to us a hecUc pace but seemed 
to be considered quite normal by every- 
one else. While he was speaking to us, 
he was also simultaneously worrying 
about a couple of problems and giving 
instructions to bis assistant about 
changes that had to be made at the 
final rehearsal. 

The missing singer arrived during, 
the break, and the cast and crew went 
into the dress rehearsal around 4:30 
pm. This still wasn't the show as it 
would appear in its final form. The 
quiz, of necessity, could not appear in 
the dress rehearsal, since the answers 
were not to be rehearsed. And the 
Youth Council discussion group on 
French Canada was not included }n the 
reiiearsal either.

This film should be of special 
Interest to ballet enthusiasts for 
two reasons. First, it refreshes 
memories of the Hoyal Ballet 
which has not visited Montreal 
for a number of years, and per- 
mits one to view the company 
with perspective in the chanfi- 
Ing ballet scene. Second, it- is a 
vehidlc for the virtuoso talents 
of the highly touted and contro- 
versial Nureyev. 

.The profiramm^in the film is 
well-balanced. The first ballet, 
La Valse, is characterized by 
some singular choreography and 
music. Once~again, the corps dc 
ballet of this famous company 
displays its fine technique and 
precision in a waltz quite un- 
like that which one would ex- 
pect but which one finds de- 
lightful and exciting none- 
theless.

Les Sylphide*- provides the 
pure classical element in the 
evening's performance, and also 
introduces Nureyev. The corps 
is, as ususal, excellent, and it is 
pleasing to note an increased 
]>Tical quality in a company re- 
nowned primarily for its bril- 
liant technique and discipline. 
Nureyev dances his role with 
an intensity unusual for a male 
dancer, especially in as un- 
dramatic a ballet as Les Sylphi- 
des.

Le Corsaire is a pas-dc-deux 
choreographed by Nureyev for 
Fonteyn and himself. It iî de- 
signed to display the talents of 
both, and that is precisely what 
it does. The dancing is extreme- 
ly difficult from a technical 
point of view but it is executed 
with case and beauty by both 
,the dancers. The excitement of 
the ballet suits the personalities 
of Dame Margot and Nureyev. 

The final ballet performed 
was Aurora's Wedding (Sleep- 
ing Beauty, Act III, Scene 2). 
David Blair dances the role of 
the Prince opposite Fonteyn, He 
is an excellent partner but was 
rather anti-climatic after the 
brilliance of Nureyev in Le Cor- 
saire. The variations in this bal- 
let were ably performed by sup- 
porting dancers in the company. 

The overall impression is that 
the Royal Ballet has retained 
its fine qualities of discipline 
and technical perfection. In ad- 
dition, the dancing now shows 
some Russian influence which, 
with Nureyev, represent defi- 
nite gains to the company.

The hollow crown 

Rudyard Kipling once observ- 
ed that "when all the men who 
do things have done them, and 
after all the men who say things 
about those doing so have said 
them, it is only words, nothing 
but words, that live to show the 
present how men worked and 
thought in the past". 

. The absolute validity of this 
commdnt struck me during the 
performance last weekend of 
"The Hollow Crown". This pecu- 
liarly English entertainment is 
based on the words of British 
monarchs and the recorded im- 
pressions of their sul}jcct5. 
♦ 

The program was tastefully 
arranged. It opened with read- 
ings from the vital, powerful 
prose of the early chroniclers 
bent upon recording the past. 
The first half closed with a va- 
riety of writings from the mo- 
narchs tliemselves. ITils allow- 
ed for a large range of drama, 
comedy and tragedy. 

. Anne Boleyn's desperately hu- 
ihah.plea to Henry VIII for a 
fair hearing required no histo- 
rical knowledge, so convincing- 
ly was it delivered. 

Henry Vn's secret memoran- 
dum concerning his proposed 
marriage' revealed a young 
man's natural anxiety about the 
features of a possible bride — 
not a blind date. These excerpts 
revealed monarchs as human 
beings; one marvels that their 
subjects ever regarded them 
otherwise. 

Much of the second half con- 
sisted of accounts by Uie mo- 
narchs' contemporaries. Fanny 
Bumey's account of her inter- 
view with George III recreated 
a delightful incident. 

The programme, which In- 
cluded songs, and composi^pns 
by and about, these monarchs, 
ended ■.withitheîrèisii^of Victo- 
ria. Her cëlèbràted^account, at 
the age of eightcen,'';of ' her Co- 
ronation day hints ai: the 'digni- 
ty and perception ;b£. this strong 
character.:' As^, anijepjlogue, wo 



heard a . celebrated passage from 
the Morte d'Arthur, the deli- 
very of which left little to be 
desired. . : 1 

Later oh I wondered how 
these monarchs would have re- 
acted had they been present 
at the reading. I also regretted, 
somewhat naively, that the pro- 
gramme could not, include Ed- 
ward VIU's Abdication Speech. 

Churchill, after all, is said 
to have had a hand in its writ- 
ing and it is the only really 
human document that the House 
of Windsor has so far produc- 
ed. Where docs history begin

Notwithstanding its reputa- 
tion as a very funny movie, Le 
Soupirant/ (en noir et blanc) 
is a very funny movie. What 
happens to a young Innocent 
propelled into a world of sex- 
ual suavity, in an attempt to 
find a male ? 

The theme has been exploited 
before. What distinguishes Le 
Soupirant is Etaix's develop- 
ment of a character whose com- 
parison with Kcaton appears in- 
evitable. • 

We live in an age when hypo- 
crisy in matters of love prevails 
almost to the exclusion of all 
other sentiment. The parents in 
this film bear ample testimony 
to this fact. 

Etabc Is sincere, honest, and 
takes himself very seriously. 
This in Itself is funny. He has 
been bequeathed with a single- 
mindcdness which, when trans- 
ferred from planets, (he is a 
scientist), to women is even 
funnier. Ho is an extremist. 
This is hilarious. He has been 
told to get married. So he goes 
into the streets of Paris and 
asks fifteen women to marry 
him. Or rather ho tries. Scienti- 
fically, he observes the tech- 
niques of others and imitates 
them. He fails. . 

Other people's failures are' al- 
ways funny, and of this Etalx Is 
supremely, aware. His character 
is .a gauche and awkward little 
man, constantly at odds with 
the people he encounters; 

■ He makes one faux pas after 
another, falling over people's 
feet, breaking furniture,. losing 
his dotbes. When he does fall 
in^love^-it is with a middle- 
aged siren, the rage of teenage 
France. He plasters his room 
with hariphotographs, wall to 
wall, atrdfwiwn disillusionment 
comes, it is total He bums her 
in effigy in the garden. He is 
a social nightmare. 

But funny moviesVare. happy 
movies. This. OMWoids with 
Etaix suitably enamoured, his 
mother satisfied, and the girl 
adorable. And Pierre Etaix has 
become another of those who 
make us laugh and help us 
forget.

Otto Freminger no . longer 
thinks that, the unique function 
of the . cinema iii : that of an 
entertainnie'nt. That- is not to 



say,' however, that It Is to serve 
the role of a "sociological do- 
■ cument". Ho' is now of the opi- 
nion that a film should be not 
specifically designed to emote 
laughter or tears, but that its 
higher goal should be to leave 
the viewer with something to 
think about. Old Otto is not 
very far from the truth, but 
what about his film, The Car- 
dinal? 

Unfortunately this film is de- 
signed to reach. the soaring In- 
tellect of an average twelve 
year old. It incorporates, to 
quote Prcmingcr in a television 
interview, "the problems com- 
mon to every man, and as. well, 
those particular to the profes- 
sion". (It is interesting to note 
that old Otto considers the 
priesthood a "profession" — or 
was that just a slip of the 
tongue). Ho probes into the 
depths of such things as global 
conflict, racial discrimination 
and the ku klux klan, and the 
personal uncertainty of a priest 
in his calling with the delicacy 
of a dentist treating a particu- 
larly nervous patient. This must 
be a result of tho old cry : In 
this way we don't offend any- 
one. 

The story Is represented In 
flashback, as a Catholic clergy- 
man (Tom Tryon) is being in- 
formed of tho Pope's intention 
to have him made a Cardinal, 
This method of flashback is at 
best arbitrary and for the most 
part entirely artificial. We begin 
the story with the ordaining of 
our hero, named Steve, as 
priest. He returns home to Bos- 
ton (U.S.A.) from Rome and 
becomes second in command of 

. his parish. Here he is immedia- 
tely confronted with two pro- 
blems. As a young idealist and 
scholar he cannot justify the 
materialistic tactics of the pa- 
rish priest. As well, he must 
cope with his sister's desire 'to 
marry a young Jewish boy. In 
the end he fails bis sister, who 
runs away' Just as be^is sent 
off to an 'impoverished parish 
in Vermont. EventiiaUy she 
becomes a cheap dancer In a 
cabaret and probably a pros- 
titute as well.; This' is implied 
though old Otto secniis to 'dislike 

iconunittlng himself. 

To continue. Let us' skip a 
reel and get into the thick of 
things. This won't be of too 
great içiport — the fibn, by the 
by, is an incredible one hun- 
dred seventy, minutes long. The 
Pope has diedi 'and Steve has 
gone to llome as the secretary 
of' the Cardinal of Boiston, He'd 
moved up thei ecclesiastical 
heirorchy in.the. last^reeL But 
patience.

It is significant that when 
Fei;inl films Anita Ekbcrg, she 
is vital and seductively appeal- 
ing. When the Americans film 
her, she is a monstrosity with 
overgrown mammae and about 
as much sex appeal as a beach- 
ed whale. And this appalling 
camera-work Is par for this 
fourth-rate movie. 

Sinatra and Martin play a 
couple of happy-go-lucky good- 
guy-bad guys (they're both 
robbers, extortionists and killers 
but you know they're good guys 
because they're handsome) who 
storm about Texas killing bad- 
guy bad-guys and playing cat- 
and-mouse with Anita Ekberg 
and Ursula Andress. It's meant 
to be a comedy Western but 
between tho hypocritical moral- 
ity (Dino Is willing but Ursula 
isn't; then Ursula's willing but 
Dino isn't) and the Mickey 
Spillane tough-guy dialogue . 
(e.g. Sinatra, with narrowed 
eyes and holding a gun: "You're 
pretty calm for a guy who Just 
lost $100,000."; Martin, In a 
Western drawl: "Easy come, 
cosy, go."), it's neither funny 
nor a Western. 

In fact. It's one of the worst 
pieces of hack writing live seen 
in a long time. Aside. from tht 
occasional visual joke,' and à 
good portrayal of a fat' Southern 
banker who burps, '. there's ab- 
solutely nothing to recommend 
this picture. 

Take my advice and stay away 
"in droves". Maybe Hollywood 
will learn that the age when 
big-name stars can make a box- 
office success out of claptrap 
is past — or am I being naive}

It seems inevitable that any 
time a group presents a series 
of 'great' films of tho Interna- 
tional cinema, that Eiscnstein 
will bo represented. And not 
without justification, for his 
cinema is among the most bril- 
liant and powerful of film his- 
tory, 

Alexander Nevsky is without 
doubt the work of 'a genius. 
Here Is Eiscnstein's methodic- 
al representation of montage 
and characterization at its cul- 
mination. Both protagonist and- 
hero are clearly defined as wé 
rèalUe their motivations lead- 
ing toward the declaration of 
battle. But what remains with 
us (this is one of the most un- 
forgettable scenes of the cine- 
ma) is the description of the 
battle. The careful preparation 
and tactical manoeuvcrings 
stage a magnificent prelude to 
the encounter. The combat it- 
self climaxes' the sustained ten- 
sion In a violent outbreak of 
action, and the juxtaposition of 
the forces of black and white. 
The screen itself takes on a 
vitality by virtue of the flaw- 
less movement it encompasses. 
The aftermath of battle, the 
final retreat of the two armies, 
and the cruel monotony of de- 
vastation proves to be a power- 
ful and moving epilogue.

He worked for a while with 
George Melachrino, later with 
Cyril Stapleton. 

Then the bright lights of New 
York called. He moved to Man- 
batten and began arranging and 
conducting for records. He cut 
several discs . himself, among 
them the first recording to be 
made of 'Too Young". Through- 
out the mid-fifties, he had a 
five-night-a*wcck, .^coast-to-coast 
radio show. During the same 
period,' he also looks back on 
a threé-year weekly television 
variety show. 

Then flvè years ago, the 
Queen Elizabeth hotel was open- 
ed. Vaughan was Invited to 
come up and share the honours 
with Guy Lombardo. He liked 
what, he found; the Queen E. 
liked what it heard; Denny 
Vaughan had come to stay. And 
while he stayed, ho arranged 
and broadcast a few Revue 
songs one year. It was not until 
this past autumn that he left 
Montreal to be musical director 
of Parade, a Toronto-prodiiced 
TV. show. Although difficulties 
arise when one lives in Hamp- 
j|tead and works in Toronto, he 
|iUU can't make up his mhid to 
'^vacate his rather weird, be- 
towered residei}ce here.

Landni of "Landru" is the 
famous French Bluebeard who 
was found guilty of murdering 
a score of women hi France, in 
the early twenties. His case was 
controversial in his own day 
and. is no less so in our own. 
Chaplin was attracted to it and 
made a film about Landru cal- 
led Monsieur Verdoux — which 
was released in 1947. The re- 
action to it was so violent that 
the authorities eventually ban- 
ned it altogether and Monsieur 
Vedoux and his message reach- 
ed very few. (One of the people 
it reached, it may here be noted, 
was the late James Agce whose 
three-part analysis remains one 
of the classics of film criticism.) 
Now the same story has been 
made into a screenplay by Fran- 
çoise Sagan which has been di- 
rected by Claude Chabrol. What ■ 
is it in Landru that has so fas- 
cinated these people 7 



Up Tempo — flat and tepid 



A revue should have some-, 
what the same effect as import- 
ed champagne — bright and 
bubbly, it should raise spirits 
rather than dull perceptions, 
and exhiliarate without Intoxi- 
cating. Up Tempo '64, Jack 
Greenwald's hew revue at the 
Cafe Andre, Is at best champa- - 
gnette, and sometimes it seems . 
to have the consistency of cold 
molasses. 

Pace is often the problem. 
The show moves slowly, and 
when an entire scene — the 
Candid Camera number — can 
be wasted on a one-line gag 
which could como across as ea- 
sily with considerably less ac- 
companiment, tlicre is obvious-^ 
ly something wrong with the 
director's sense of proportion. 

Most of the scenes drag un- 
mercifully. Often — as in the 
Kiidarc-Casey-Shlrl-Conway se- J 
quenco — the theme is so hope- 
lessly hackneyed that the script 
leaves no hope of salvage, but 
sometimes a scene might have 
been saved simply by speeding 
It up. 

Automation is pretty pass6 
as a target for topical satire, 
but tho idea of three people 
dressed up in bobbles playing 
the part of an IBM machine is 
sufficiently bhcarre to be put to 
good use in a short skit Stret- .. 
ched out to the extent that Mr. I 
Greenwald seems to think sut< - 
table, it loses all its elasticity. 

Length is not tho only pro- 
■ blem, however. Although a 
bit of judicious cutting might 
have sheared up some of the 
scenes and eliminated tho most 
glaring of the errors, the show 
as a whole just does not con- 



tain enough material to con- 
struct a revue. " . • 

It is for the most part stale, 
flat; tepid, and uninteresting, 
and occasionally — as in the 
colonialism monologue — sour. 
The final number, rather tin- 
funnily titled : 'Omelet, Prince 
or Denmark', is just too fantas- 
tic to believe. As a curtain-, 
closer, it should leave the au- 
dience blushing rather than ap- 
plauding. ; 

Most . of ' the ' material seems 
to be left over from .last y;:tr. 
There Is the same old, Christine 
Keeler joke, the ' same slightly 
snide references to "fairies' — 
the evil fairy becomes a wick- 
ed 49itchg because 'we mustn't 
otfen djffi lnority groups'. 
ÎSHSB^i that away, and the 
uWKKBKa left with a few fun- 
ny' UhèsJ" a passable, spoof of 
Moral Rearmament, and one 
skit called 'One Foot' in . the 
Grave'*, which ends up as an ex- 
tremely amusing take-off of 
•What's My Line?' A. B. 



Landru is not a horror film, 
at least not in the conventional 
sense, but it isn't gay or tender 
either. Monsieur Verdoux was 
satiric, non-conformist (that is, 
in its message) even Swiftian 
perhaps; the message of Landru 
is absolutely, conformist. Lan- 
dru, according to the makers of 
this film, has merely accepted 
the bourgeois ethic that he has 
been brought up to believe in, 
and has carried it to his logical 
conclusion. He is a good father 
who, faced with that common 
poverty of middle-class exist- 
ence — well-fumishcd house, 
dean clothes, and no cash — 
has resorted to marrying and 
murdering rich women for their 
money. The story of his succes- 
sive courtings and assassina- 
tions, is unfolded with all tho 
considerable' techniques and 
Imaginative resourcefulness of 
the director; colour and black 
and white, mood music and anti- 
mood music, motion and non- 
motion, high comedy, slapsticic, 
bish romance and mocking grue-; 
someness. (The movie is un- 
doubtedly one of the most tech* 
nically-periect films ever made.) 
Tho story of its existentialist 
hero is fairly faithful to the 
real one, and in its apparent 
lack of comment lies its moral. 
The seeming contradiction of 
presenting an acknowledged 
murderer in beautiful settings, 
points to its contradictory mes- 
sage : nothing in this world is 
black or white, everything in it 
is true, to some degree for ev- 
erybody, no two qualities are 
mutually exclusive. Goering, the 
story is told, used to feed his 
canaries from his lips; Landru 
loves poetry. 

This short synopsis of the 
movie's form and content is 
most certainly- unfair, to what, 
is probably the " most thought- 
provoking film in a few years, 
and one of the most entertain- 
htg ones visually as well. Lack, 
of space Is.the.cause.of this un- 
fahnesj; Let me make up for 
this injustice by urghig you, un- 
qualifiedly, not to miss seeing 
it

The role of any campus organization is 
primarily one of education. This, both neces- 
sarily and objectively, applies to the political 
clubs, all of which are today seeking the 
backing of student voters. 
I^ltlisjtb be expected that this involves arous- 
ing interest, and v/inning support for one's 
point of yievi/. And it would be. foolhardy 
to deny that any election, no matter how 
minor, contains elements of what is referred 
to as "politicking". 

But this should not, and can not, be per- 
mitted to be the "raison d'être" of any group 
at this university. Yet elsewhere on this page 
there are serious accusations against campus 
political parties, from students apparently dis- 



. They are .only feyv ,of many that were 
aware ' of backro()rn iriformation, saw that 
those parties running for "Model" office were 
insulting the intelligence of the student body. 

And these outward mahifesVatiohs are 
truly indicative of the real play behind the 
scenes. We shall not condemn the political 
clubs for dullness of program, for this is a 
fault of others as well as themselves.

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Political clubs found wanting 



Are student political clubs serving any useful 
function on this campus? There has been an increasing 
anfiount of evidence lately that the majority of the 
student body is either not affected by the activities of 
the clubs or unhappy with the way the clubs are 
conducting these activities. . 

The primary function of cam- 
pus political clubs, their leaders 
generally agree, is to make the 
student body acquainted with and 
Interested in political issues, a 
function that has become increa- 
singly important now that the 
voting age is about to be lowered 
to eighteen.. 



Just bow well the clubs are. 
serving this purpose Is open to 
a good deal of question. Every 
year in Model Parliament elec- 
tions under 20% of the entire 
student body casts votes; 20% is 
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REPRESENTATIVES

considered a large vote. Obvious- 
ly a very large number of stu- 
dents just don't care about po- 
litical clubs one way or another. 
The Daily ran a survey this 
week to find out how Joe Student 
feels about political clubs on 
campus. We aslted: (1) Do you 
belong to a political club? (2) 
Have you attended any political 
club meetings during the year 7 
(3) Do you feci political clubs 
have any importance for you per- 
sonally 7 

An overwhelming proportion of 
students (nine out of every ten 
we questioned) said "No" to all 
three questions. Answers to ques- 
tion three were accompanied by 
comments such as : "Political 
parties are for cliche writers on- 
ly"; "All they do is block the Arts 
Building steps"; "Are you kid- 
ding?" 

Political club leaders spoke of 
student apathy as one of the 
major reasons for lack of student 
interest in the' activities bf. the 
clubs, but all admitted that the

clubs themselves, in varying de- 
grees, have not done as much as 
they could to stimulate student 
interest. 

All party leaders mentioned 
that probably a lot more interest 
in political activities could bo 
aroused If the clubs carried on 
the kind of programs throughout 
the year that they do at Model 
Parliament time. Party leaders 
were universally agreed in point- 
ing out that their respective par- 
ties, although delinauent in some 
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respects, were 'just a shade bet- 
ter than the otlicrs in bringing 
political issues to the- attention 
of the students. 

Perhaps part of the problem 
Is student apathy, but there is 
also feeling that the political 
clubs arc getting exactly the kind 
of interest in their activities they 
deserve. 

A Law student who has been 
connected with political parties 
all his years at McGill says em- 
phatically that political clubs arc 
not performing any useful func- 
tion for a large part of the cam- 
pus, and that this is largely the 
fault of the clubs themselves.

"It's probably the same three 
or four hundred people on cam- 
pus who go to all the political 
club meetings and lectures during 
the year. Most of the. year the 
clubs do very little.';' If thcy^ had 
the same kind of programs during 
the year that they expose during 
Model Parliament they might be 
able to crëatè^ànd sustain stu- 
dent interest more than they do 
now." • 

He' criticized also the' failure 
of the parties to discuss any "real 
issues," spending their time quar- 
relling over minpr issues instead. 

The 'manner in which the par- 
ties conduct their campaigns for 
Model Parliament, and the way 
In which Parliament, itself is run 
. has also come in for criticism. 
One party spokesman called last 
year's Model Parliament "a 
farce." 

He attributed this to the feeling 
of the party members who get 
elected that they can't convince 
anyone sitting on the other side.- 
of the, room of any . new ideas' 
anyway, and there is generally 
no audience to convince. 

AnoUier student. who has, in 
the past, atterided^Model Parlia- 
ment sessions conunented, "Mo- 
del Parliament should stop with 
the elections. Parliament itself is 
such an anti-climax. All they do 
is sit there and insult each other." 

The petty bickoring that goes 
on between the parties has im-

pressed itself, unfavorably, on 
the minds of many students. Sug- 
gestions have come from some 
quarters that Model Parliament 
be cancelled if the parties can't

stop quarrelling among them- 
selves on minor issues, such as 
to nothing but wrangling between 
the parties and accomplishing 
nothing, are not unknown in the 
history of Model Parliament 
whose campaign starts on what 
day. Four-hour meetings, devoted 
Steering Committees. 

The parties accuse each other 
of not: wanting to discuss issues, 
of running campaigns that arc 
"an insult to the intelligence of 
the student body''; of "cry-baby 
statements," 

Everyone it appears, is willing 
and ready to discuss real issues 
of national importance before the 
students, but no one else besides 

"our party" wants to. Everyone 

v/aiit.î to brhig national leaders to 



campus throughout the year, to 
discuss national issues, not just 
at Model Parliament election 
time, and everyone is going to 
make more of an effort to do 
this "next year". 

Everyone regards the bickering 
and mud-slinging that inevitably 
accompanies Model Parliament as 
a Bad Thing, but no one admits 
to having any part in it. 

Perhaps some, of these claims 
arc sincere. But the fact remains 
that political clubs are not at- 
tracting the interest of students, 
arc not fulfilling the' function 
which the clubs themselves admit 
as their most important raison 
d'etre. The students who. are in- ■ 
tercstcd are becoming increasing- 
ly critical of the way the clubs 
are behaving. 
'■■J{^'^r*iit.' 

The'cIubsTcould be performing 

a very important function on this 
campus. Whether the fault lies 
witli the political clubs, as the 
students claim, or with the stu- 
dents as the clubs claim, it is 
clear that clubs are not living up 
to their potential.- 

As one disgruntled critic of 
campus parties pointed out, "If 
university students, the supposed 
intellectual leaders of the count- 
ry in future, can't be expected 
to take an interest in national 
policies, to 'discuss them ration- 
ally, who can ?"
